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Creating 80 new jobs in Coffee County 
Governor announces Ben E. Keith plans to oS) Alabama distribution center 


Governor Kay Ivey an- 
nounced Wednesday, June 
26, that Ben E. Keith, a 
major food and beverage 
distribution company, plans 
to invest $100 million to 
open an advanced foodser- 
vice distribution center in 
Coffee County. 

The facility will also 
serve as the company’s 
Southeast Regional Head- 
quarters. 

The project will create 80 
direct jobs over the next five 
years and provide an eco- 
nomic boost to New Brock- 
ton, a town of around 1,100 


people in Southeastern Ala- 
bama. Ben E. Keith also 
plans to expand its man- 
ufacturing facilities at Kel- 
ley Foods, located in nearby 
Elba. 

“We welcome the deci- 
sion by Ben E. Keith, one of 
the nation’s largest family 
owned distribution com- 
panies, to significantly ex- 
pand its presence in 
Alabama with a new, state- 
of-the-art facility in Coffee 
County,” Governor Ivey 
said. “The investment in the 
New Brockton facility will 
not only create good jobs in 


that community but also 
provide a springboard for 
this first-rate company to 
continue to grow in Ala- 
bama.” 

Fort Worth, Texas-based 
Ben E. Keith’s new Ala- 
bama facility will span 
425,000 square feet and will 
be designed to accommo- 
date future expansions up to 
1 million square feet, posi- 
tioning the company to ex- 
pand its _—_ distribution 
activities in the Southeast.

Coffee County’s environ- 
mental services coordinator 
Mike Thornton told com- 
missioners during Mon- 
day’s meeting that he had 
planned on including the 
purchase of a motor grader 
for the landfill in next year’s 
budget; however, he said 
one had hit the state surplus 
inventory last week that was 
an unusual opportunity for 
purchase. Thornton said he 
and county engineer Marty 
Lentz had looked at this 
motor grader and deter- 
mined it would be a good 
buy for the county, if com- 
missioners would approve 
going ahead and purchasing 
it now. 

Thornton said he had the 
funds in his budget to pur- 
chase the motor grader from 
the state surplus in the 
amount of $120,000. Com- 
missioners approved his 
request. 

E911 chairman Dean

Blair said Charles Webb 
has decided to retire early 
from his appointment [that 
term expires in 2020], and it 
was the recommendation 
for Blair to shift into that at- 
large spot.

The list of candidates for the U. S. Senate seat now held 
by Democratic Senator Doug Jones is beginning to look 
as long as the array of candidates for the battle for the pres- 
idency of the United States.

The Pike County Water Authority utilizes groundwater pumped from seven wells out of 
the Ripley Aquifer and the Tuscaloosa Aquifer. The water we provide to our customers requires no specialized treatment. However, chlorine is added to the water 
for disinfection purposes. This insures the quality of water throughout our distribution system. 

The Jack Water System routinely completes a water storage facility inspection plan and utilizes a Bacteriological Monitoring Plan and a Cross Connection Policy 
is in place to insure good safe drinking water for our customers. The Jack Water System and Pike County Water Authority have both completed a Source Water 
Assessment Plan which is available at our offices for review. This report provides information about potential sources of contamination and is set up to help protect 
our source. 

We want our valued customers to be informed about their water utility. If you want to learn more, please attend any of our regularly scheduled Board meetings. 
They are held on the first Monday of each month at the Zion Chapel Senior Citizens located at Highway 87 North, in Jack, and begin at 7:00 p.m.
